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Salmonella outbreak is over, CDC says

WASHINGTON The government said Thursday 
that the salmonella outbreak that sickened at 
least 1,440 people appears to be over, but its 
ultimate source may never be known, partly 
because of shortcomings in the nation’s food 
safety system. 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention and the Food and Drug 


Administration said they found strong 
evidence to implicate jalapeno and serrano 
peppers, and a farm in Mexico, in the 
largest outbreak of foodborne illness in a 
decade. Investigators were unable to clear 
domestic and imported tomatoes, however, 
although the evidence against tomatoes is 
weaker. 

The FDA also lifted its warning that 


consumers avoid eating jalapeno and serrano 
peppers from Mexico. But officials pointedly 
said that doesn’t guarantee another such 
outbreak can be prevented. 

“None of us can provide a cast-iron 
guarantee that salmonella saintpaul will 
not re-emerge,” said Dr. David Acheson, 
the FDA’s food safety chief. “We have not 
identified the total source of this.” 


HELP NEEDED 

FDA and CDC officials said a number of steps 
are needed to improve the safety of fresh 
produce, including: 

» Standard procedures and more funding to 
allow state labs to test samples of suspected 
pathogens more rapidly. 

» Congressional action to give the FDA 
authority to impose produce safety regulations. 
» Industry action to develop a faster system 
for tracing back to the farm any produce items 
suspected in an outbreak.

Fashion brands reach 
college crowd through 
on-campus stores

Despite pushback from some schools, 
fashion brands plan to sell directly on 
campuses this fall to reach the lucrative 
college crowd. 

Starting in September, flip-flop maker 
ITavaianas, a brand owned by Sao Paulo 
Alpargatas SA, plans to set up a temporary 
“pop-up” store on five campuses in the 
U.S. To generate buzz, the Brazil-based 
brand will run competitions involving 
its footwear, awarding trips to Brazil as 
prizes. 

Victoria’s Secret’s Pink, a young women’s 
clothing brand of Limited Brands, this fall 
is opening its own pop-up store at about 12 
schools, up from 10 last spring. The store 
opens for a day selling merchandise, handing 
out promotional items and collecting used 
clothing for charity Sustainable-clothing 
brand RVL7 is installing a bamboo- 
clad temporary ministore at six to eight 
campuses this fall, including the University 
of Colorado at Boulder and Arizona State 
University 

Companies generally make a donation to 
the school, campus bookstore or student 
organization that sponsors their visits, 
which means hosting the stores can help 
raise funds for student groups. 

Brands’ growing presence has more 
colleges balking at these campus marketing 
events and stores. 

The University of Florida recently 
rejected a request from Pink to visit this 
fall. The university doesn’t allow companies 
to do business on its campus. 

“There would be no end to it— you would 
have the whole campus covered with them 
in no time,” says school spokesman Steve 
Orlando. 

The University of Minnesota and the 


University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, 
meanwhile, have decided to quit allowing 
their names to be used on Pink’s new line 
of college-themed merchandise. Pink sells 
fleece pants and hoodies, among other 
items, bearing the names of 31 participating 
schools and says it will add at least five more 
by year end. 

While pop-up stores are primarily a 
brand-building tool, they also generate 
revenue. A Pink pop-up store at Penn State 
University rang up sales of about $20,000 
in a single day during this past school year, a 
spokeswoman says.

BUYING POWER 

The focus on college campuses comes as both 
the number and spending power of students 
have grown sharply. Roughly 18.3 million 
students will enroll in U.S. postsecondary 
institutions this fall, up 26 percent from 14.5 
million a decade ago, according to the National 
Center for Education Statistics. The discretionary 
spending of 18- to 30-year-old students is 
estimated to reach $53 billion this year, 10 
percent more than last year and 29 percent more 
than in 2005, according to the latest College

Preface politics: 
You’re great, but ... 

Let me preface this column about prefacing by saying it’s not always 
a bad thing, and sometimes can be used appropriately 

With that preface over, I have to say I am fed up. 

Prefacing is a tease, a sham, the ultimate “I’ve got some good news 
and I’ve got some bad news” method to get across what is usually 
merely bad news. 

The art of prefacing seems to have been perfected by our politi- 
cians, perhaps as long ago as when George Washington referred to 
King George III as a “good dude to drink tea with” before going on 
to say he was actually an oppressive dictator. 

I’ve noticed and become perturbed with prefacing more as the 
current presidential campaign lingers on. 

Everyone knew Joe Biden was going to rip John McCain in his 
convention speech Wednesday night, but did we really need to hear 
him say, “John McCain is my friend ... it’s a friendship that goes 
beyond politics. And the personal courage and heroism John dem- 
onstrated still amaze me.” 

And with that, he called John McCain’s ideas and policies awful. 

They all do it, but nobody more than Barack Obama. Note to 
Obama: I get it that you honor John McCain’s service. 

You know what? McCain is basically saying you’d sell Louisiana 
back to the French in order to win this election, so stop making his 
case for him with your redundant prefacing and just cut to the chase. 

McCain’s no better. He put out an ad Thursday that’s entirely pref- 
ace. In the ad he reportedly congratulates Obama on his nomination, 
and he notes it comes on the 45th anniversary of Martin Luther King 
Jr.’s “I Have a Dream” speech. The ad is titled, “Job well done.” 

Or perhaps it should be called, “Job well done, but tomorrow I 
will resume questioning your patriotism.” 

Politics aside, my opposition to prefacing dates to grade school 
when my teachers would gently pull me aside and say, “Jimmy, you’re 
a really smart young man ...” 

At this point, I’d stop listening and think, “My teacher said I’m 
smart! Let’s celebrate with dodgeball and chocolate milk!” 

Little did I know I was being set up. 

“But your work is unacceptable and you have to start applying 
yourself.” 

That’s bad, but not as bad as when girlfriends turn to prefacing as 
a breakup tool. 

They start with “Tou’re a great guy,” which sounds promising 
enough if only they’d stop speaking. But then comes the kicker: “I’d 
just rather have sex with anybody but you and never see you again.” 

Not all prefacing is filled with such drama. For example, I’ll tell 
my 2-year-old son, “I love you dearly and that really looks like a fun 
game, but you are not allowed to pour yogurt on your head.” 

I don’t feel bad about using that on my son, but I suspect in a few 
years I will. One day, not long from now, he’ll turn to me and say, 
“Dad, I love you dearly, but ...”

Obama's speech echoes dreams of King, Kennedy

DENVER On a historic day echoing the 
dreams of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
and John F. Kennedy Democrat Barack 
Obama on Thursday became the first 
African-American to accept a major-party 
presidential nomination and immedi- 
ately set a JFK-like goal: to end America’s 
dependence on Middle East oil within io 
years. 

Critics slam Obama for being all rhetoric 
and no substance, but in a summer when 
Americans are paying nearly $4 a gallon 
for gasoline and fretting about high heat- 
ing costs to come this winter, he vowed 
to end what he called “this addiction” to 
oil. 

Obama’s speech also was steeped in 
historic allusions: The address at Invesco 
Field at Mile High echoed Kennedy, who 
was the last person to accept his party’s 
nomination in an outdoor sports sta- 
dium. Kennedy pledged in 1961 to put an 
American on the moon by the end of the 
decade, a goal that was met. 

The speech came 45 years to the day after 
King gave his “I Have a Dream” speech 
at the Lincoln Memorial in Washington, 
a historic oration that laid the spiritual 
foundation for the civil rights movement 
that Obama arguably culminates. 

“It is that promise that 45 years ago 
today brought Americans from every cor- 
ner of this land to stand together on a Mall 
in Washington, before Lincoln’s memorial, 
and hear a young preacher from Georgia 
speak of his dream,” Obama said. 

What people heard that day was that 
“in America, our destiny is inextricably 
linked. That together, our dreams can be 
one,” he said. 

Rep. John Lewis (D-Ga.) a veteran civil 
rights leader who was present when King 
gave his speech, put Thursday into histori- 
cal perspective. 

“For those of us who stood on the steps 
of the Lincoln Memorial or who in the 
years that followed may have lost hope,

this movement and this moment is a tes- 
tament to the power and vision of Martin 
Luther King Jr.,” Lewis told the crowd. 

Obama’s speech sought to achieve four 
goals: to make his life story familiar to 
Americans; to spell out specifics of what 
he hopes to achieve; to challenge presump- 
tive Republican presidential nominee John 


McCain; and to assure Americans that the 
Illinois senator has a foreign-policy vision 
and a grasp of national security impera- 
tives. 

As an estimated 75,000 people jammed 
the football stadium, Obama turned to 
the themes he’s expected to emphasize 
throughout the fall campaign. 

He tied McCain squarely to President 
Bush. 

The record is clear, he said: “John 
McCain has voted with George Bush 90 
percent of the time. Senator McCain likes 
to talk about judgment, but really, what 
does it say about your judgment when you 
think George Bush was right more than 90 
percent of the time? 

“I don’t know about you, but I’m not 
ready to take a 10 percent chance on 
change.” 


South Side 
neighbors 
see security

As the U.S. Secret Service steps up security 
for Democratic presidential nominee Barack 
Obama, parking restrictions in the area 
around his South Side house have irritated 
some of his neighbors. 

City crews were busy Thursday afternoon 
drilling holes to install additional “no park- 
ing” signs in an area where neighbors say the 
parking is already 
scarce. 

“It looks like there’s 
going to be a parade, 
but there isn’t one,” 
said Melanie Kelly, 
who has lived across 
from Obama’s house 
in the Kenwood 
neighborhood for 10 
years. “It’s just a little 
crazy It’s like a circus 
outside.” 

Steel barricades 
also were installed this 
week in the area near Obama’s home. Sources 
said an increase in security was planned when 
Obama officially became the nominee, as he 
did Wednesday 

Chicago police declined comment on the 
new measures, referring questions to the 
Secret Service, which issued a statement: 
‘Any visible changes in security will be coor- 
dinated with the Chicago Police Department 
and other city officials. We will make every 
effort to ensure that any adjustments in secu- 
rity affecting area residents will be as unob- 
trusive as possible.” 

Still, some residents are feeling the pinch. 

Katrina McPheters, 29, had to walk three 
blocks to her car with her three small chil- 
dren. 

“I want him to be secure, but maybe my 
landlord can offer reduced rent for the has- 
sle,” she said jokingly 

Neighbors said Secret Service agents have 
been friendly and have answered all of their 
questions. But some said their social lives are 
taking a hit, as people are having a hard time 
visiting because of limited parking.

Abortion 
battle rages 
on in Mexico 


I MEXICO CITY Mexico’s Supreme 
Court voted 8-3 Thursday to uphold 
legal abortion in the capital, opening the 
possibility that similar measures could be 
adopted elsewhere in Mexico. 

But conservative President Felipe 
Calderon, whose administration appealed 
the Mexico City law to the Supreme 
Court, is unlikely to stop fighting efforts 
to expand the availability of abortions. 

Even with the Supreme Court’s approval, 
pro-abortion-rights groups complain that 
many doctors refuse to do the procedure 
in Mexico City Some are morally opposed, 
while others fear public scorn or the wrath 
of the country’s Roman Catholic Church. 

The church blasted the court on 
Thursday, declaring itself in mourning and 
issuing a statement that church leaders 
would redouble their efforts to campaign 
on behalf of “the millions of children who 
are being sacrificed.” 

About a dozen riot police blocked 
off the street leading to the court as the 
decision was announced. 

Last year, his government legalized 
abortions in the first 12 weeks of pregnancy 
But the federal Attorney General’s Office 
and National Human Rights Commission 
took the law to the Supreme Court, 
arguing the city can’t make health laws. 


LAW SCHOOL 

The law applies only to public hospitals 
in Mexico City and does not require 
doctors in federal hospitals or private 
clinics to perform abortions.

Sailing away on JUNK 


Sailors travel 2,600 miles 
on plastic bottle raft 

HONOLULU Tanned, dirty and hungry, two 
men who spent three months traveling the 
Pacific on a raft made of plastic bottles to 
raise awareness of ocean debris finally stepped 
onto dry land. 

“We made it,” hollered Marcus Eriksen to 
the two dozen gathered at Ala Wai Harbor on 
Wednesday “Where’s the food?” 

Friends greeted Eriksen and fellow eco- 
mariner Joel Paschal with lei, fresh food and 
beer to celebrate the end of their 2,600-mile 
voyage on what they call the JUNK raft. 

The pair left Long Beach, Calif., on June 1. 
Their 30 -foot vessel had a deck of salvaged 
sailboat masts, six pontoons filled with 
15,000 plastic bottles and a cabin made from 
the fuselage of a Cessna airplane. 

While at sea they realized they were only 
traveling half a mile per hour and it would 
take them much longer to reach Hawaii than 
the previously anticipated six weeks. 

Without a backup plan, the two used a satel- 
lite phone to get in touch with Roz Savage, who 
was crossing the Pacific solo in a rowboat and

happened to be in the same area at the time. 

Savage, who was heading from San 
Francisco to Hawaii, was in dire need of water 
after both her potable water makers broke. 
When the three met up, Savage got onboard 
the raft and the three dined together. Before 
parting, the men gave Savage a water maker 
and she gave them some of her extra food. 

“We exchanged the necessities of life,” 
Eriksen said. ‘And that kept us going.” 

The voyage was part of Algalita Marine 
Research Foundation’s project called, 
“JUNK.” The third person of the group, who 
didn’t make the 2,6 00 -mile trip, was Anna 
Cummins, Eriksen’s fiance. Cummins took 
care of land support, blogs and fundraising. 

The three want “single-use plastics” to be 
banned, saying they’re wasteful and usually 
end up in the ocean. 

“Recycling is one solution, but it’s just a 
small part of the puzzle,” Paschal said.

In a game during which the Bears’ first- 
team offense and defense took most of the 
night off— literally and figuratively— it was 
the final audition for some reserves for a 
spot on the regular-season roster. The Bears 
finished their exhibitions with a 16-10 vic- 
tory over the Browns. 

Mark Bradley touted this off-season as 
a possible successor to Bernard Berrian as 
the No. i receiver, was given every oppor- 
tunity to prove his value. He responded by 
snatching five of Hanie’s first six passes for 
42 yards. He ran good routes, displayed soft 
hands and played more inspired than he has 
in any exhibition this year. Bradley also made 
a contribution on special teams, which could 
only help him as the Bears decide how many 
receivers to keep.

Olympic bid gets one big boost 

Michael Phelps puts his support behind Chicago’s bid for 2016 games 



Chicago wants to host the 2016 Summer Olympics, and 
local organizers wasted no time touting the support of 
one of the world’s biggest names in sports: gold medal 
swimmer Michael Phelps. 

Fresh off his record win of eight gold medals at the 
Beijing Olympics, Phelps will be in Chicago next 
Wednesday to back the city’s bid, organizers said 
Thursday 

While he’s here, he will get to meet with 
some young athletes and local organizers, 
said Patrick Sandusky, a spokesman for the 
Chicago 2016 organizing group. 

“We think it’s fantastic to have 
such an iconic Olympian be 
part of our bid and be here to 
I support it,” Sandusky said, 
adding that Phelps supported 
Chicago’s bid even before his 
success in Beijing. 

Chicago is a finalist for the 
2016 games along with Tokyo; 
Rio de Janeiro; and Madrid. The 
IOC decides in 2009. 

Phelps said it’s a privilege to lend 
his support to Chicago’s bid. “It is 
truly an honor to be able to repre- 
sent your country and to have the 
opportunity to do so in your 
own country would be an 
experience unlike any 
other,” he said.

Now that he’s back on 
American soil, Michael Phelps 
has been a busy Olympian: 

» Appeared in New York 
with Tiger Woods at a golf 
promotional event. 

» Filmed a cameo for the HBO 
series “Entourage.”

» Sold about 130,000 copies of 
Sports Illustrated at newsstands 
(at least the cover with him 
wearing eight gold medals did), 
about 72 percent more than the 
average, according to the New 
York Post. 

» Agreed to a $1.6 million 
advance to write the book 
“Built to Succeed” for Simon & 
Schuster, according to the New 
York Post. 

» Will appear at MTV’s Video 
Music Awards on Sept. 7. 

» Will host “Saturday Night 
Live” on Sept. 13. “It’s going to 
be interesting,” Phelps said of 
his “SNL” duties. “I hope I’m 
literally not a fish out of water 
in that one.”

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Who’s got 
Spirit? 


Indie rockers 
Delta Spirit arrive 
with buzz in tow

Bands love to fantasize about winding up on the 
same record label as their heroes. It’s a badge 
of honor for an up-and-comer to share a home 
with Dylan or Springsteen or the late, great Kurt 
Cobain. Ask Delta Spirit frontman Matt Vasquez 
why Rounder Records is the right label for his band, 
and the 23-year-old singer and songwriter offers a 
revealing response. 

“I love Alan Lomax’s stuff. You progressively hear 
his subjects getting drunk and then telling him the 
real deal, not just the nice churchy stuff. Jelly Roll 
Morton is the best example. I got the complete 
eight-disc set after we signed,” says Vasquez, sound- 
ing like he just hit the jackpot in Vegas. 

San Diego’s Delta Spirit, which plays Schubas 
on Sunday and just released its debut, “Ode to 
Sunshine,” on Tuesday, fuses the soulfulness and 
integrity associated with bygone eras in American 
popular music with youthful spirit and a DI Y sen- 
sibility 

There’s also a powerful spiritual streak, although 
Vasquez, on the phone from a tour stop in Florida, 
is at a bit of a loss trying to articulate the role of 
faith in his life. 

“I don’t go to church,” he says, “but I really 
believe in a lot of things. I believe people are equal 


and they’re also incredibly messed up. Me included. 
I have faith that I’m alive, and it’s really great to be 
here. If there is a god, great. If there isn’t, it’s insane 
that we exist. I want to believe in something. That’s 
where the motivation comes from for those kinds 
of songs.” 

Delta Spirit formed two years ago after drum- 
mer Brandon Young, on a 2 a.m. cigarette run, 
passed a downtown light-rail station where Vasquez 
was standing on a bench, singing at the top of his 
lungs. 

“I lived with five people in a two-bedroom apart- 
ment,” Vasquez explains. “There was no way I could 
play music at night.” 

The two bonded immediately and soon dis- 
covered they had a friend in common: bassist Jon 
Jameson, who had played with Young in the emo 
outfit Noise Ratchet. The threesome recruited 
guitarist Sean Walker and Vasquez’s old friend Kelly 
Winrich, a multi-instrumentalist. 

Weaned on Nirvana, the Pixies and Weezer (“ ‘Blue 
Album’ and ‘Pinkerton’ Weezer, not now Weezer,” 
he clarifies), Vasquez says it’s not so much sounds or 
styles that have shaped him, but musicians through- 
out history who have been devoted to the fine art of 
independent thinking. 

“Louis Armstrong, Woody Guthrie, Bob Dylan, 




Tom Waits, Nick Cave, Talking Heads. They’re 
characters, almost folkloresque, because they did 
exactly what they wanted to do,” he says. “I don’t 
know if I’ve earned that in my life, to say that I am 
a character. But if I could chase anything, it would 
be that.”

Leaving Phish behind— for now

Mike Gordon is feeling comfortable. 

The former Phish bassist released “The 
Green Sparrow”— his first solo album in five 
years— on Aug. 5. He has a brand-new band 
and a brand-new outlook on performing live. 

“Phish has been broken up now for four 
years and ... it’s my first time having my own 
band, so I feel like I’m stepping up to the 
plate,” Gordon says. 

The Burlington, Vt., resident had plenty to 
say recently about his CD and bandmates. 

Tell us about the new album. 

Expect to check an album that you can 
crank up. It’s like a party kind of vibe for a 
lot of it. ... It’s good when music goes in dark 


places sometimes, and it’s also good to let it 
be just jubilant at other times. My last album 
was probably darker, or at least stranger, 
and I was ready for that kind of crank-it-up, 
rock-to-it album. I’m really ecstatic about it, 
but I’m trying to be cool about it. I just can’t 
believe that I made it, and I made the cover 
too, and I just really feel it’s very close to my 
heart in a lot of ways. 

When you’re recording, do you think about how 
a song is going to translate to the stage? 

There are a bunch of elements I knew I 
wanted. I wanted it to be rhythmic and sort 
of danceable and rocking. I’ve been known 
to do some bluegrass stuff and calypso and 
country, and I really want this to be rock. 


And maybe a little bit of funkiness. Actually, 
I guess it’s sort of eclectic but much more 
within a rock context. 

Your band is all new, right? 

We haven’t played together much yet, but 
we’re about to start the huge practice ses- 
sion. But there’s something magical that’s 
happened even for the first few notes, just 
a chemistry with these people. The guitar 
player I’d played a lot with before, but the 
drummer I hadn’t, and he’s just got really 
saucy, grooving rhythms. A lot of people 
haven’t heard him before because he was out 
of a different circuit, maybe out of the jazz 
world a little bit. It’s really funky, and every- 
one comes together.

The film is co-written and co-directed by Jason 
Friedberg and Aaron Seltzer, the guys who brought us 
the spoofs “Date Movie,” “Epic Movie” and “Meet the 
Spartans.” 

Electra, 36, and Kardashian, 27, sat down to talk about 
the film, their fitness videos and life in the spotlight. 

What made you want to do "Disaster Movie”? 

Kim Kardashian: This is my first movie, and I’ve just 
heard that Jason and Aaron are the most amazing direc- 
tors to work with. ... I auditioned for the role and I got 
it and I was really excited to work with them. ... Carmen 
and I have a big scene together where we spoof the 
WWE Divas and we have a big battle. 

How real was the battle? 

Carmen Electra: We actually get along really well so it 
was kind of weird. But we had fun with it. We had chore- 
ography so we got in the ring and just went for it. But we 
would ask each other, ‘Are you OK?” after pulling each 
other’s hair out. It was really fun. I feel a second career 
in wrestling. 

What’s your role in the film? 

CE: I’m sort of spoofing Angelina Jolie in “Wanted,” 
or more so the character. I always feel weird. I would 
never personally spoof or want to make fun of anyone. 

If anything, in these movies, I’m making fun of myself 
and showing people I have a good sense of humor about 
myself and my own image. 

Are you worried about getting on everyone’s bad side? 

CE: Not really I think people kind of get it. It’s more 
about spoofing what’s going on in pop culture. 

KK: So if you’re popular, you’ll be made fun of. 

What tips do you have for people pursuing a life in front of 
the camera? 

KK: Just stay close to your family, because they’re the 
real-est people ever and they will help you not change 
and not fall into the trap of Hollywood and the lifestyle. 
... Tour real life happens when you meet the one and 
start a family and are just with your family 

CE: For anyone out there that wants to be in this busi- 
ness ... stay focused and don’t give up. Keep trying and 
even if you get rejected at first and things don’t work out, 
if you can see it and see yourself doing it, you have to fol- 
low your dreams and stick to that because it’ll happen.

We don’t go into the minds of suicide bomb- 
ers and try to understand their psychology 
But it is a little deeper than, I think, “The 
Bourne Identity” We’re dealing with some- 
thing that is actually out there. Hopefully, 
while it’s entertaining you you’re thinking 
about stuff. 

We know about your efforts to stop Darfur 
genocide. What other causes do you support? 

I do different things with different orga- 
nizations. A lot of them I don’t talk about, 
because I’m not trying to somehow become 
the focal point of that. And, also, I don’t 
want to go and listen to all of the good 
things that I’m doing. I only took this advo- 
cacy and activism role for Darfur because 
I was asked to do it. After “Hotel Rwanda” 
came out and it made such an impact on 
people, a congressman from Orange County, 
Ed Royce, who had come to a screening, and 
his committee co-chair Donald Payne asked 
me to join their delegation to Darfur. And, 
of course, I did.

World is ‘Awakening’ 
to daring ‘Weeds’ star

Hunter Parrish, who was raised in the conser- 
vative Texas town of Plano, has played a pot 
dealer on TV and now has sex on stage. Well, 
not quite: It’s simulated. 

But the scene is one of the most talked 
about in the Tony Award-winning rock musi- 
cal “Spring Awakening.” 

“It’s weird to, like, fake sex and put your 
parts up against someone else’s,” the 21-year- 
old actor said. “But I figured, ‘Thu know 
what? I’m going to be naked every night in 
New Thrk, I might as well get used to it.’ ” 

His role in “Spring Awakening” certainly 
isn’t the first time Parrish has bared his 
bottom. In the acclaimed Showtime series 
“Weeds,” Parrish not only deals drugs and 
smokes, but also steals and drops trou 
as Mary-Louise Parker’s oldest son. 

In real life, though, he’s never 
inhaled.
